“some partieulars; and those of &nsiderable iuipor= 
tance, it materiatly differs from the generality of bile 
ions fevers, occurring in tropical elimeates. These ifs 
ferences, as has already heen vemarked, consist êlriefly 
M this fatal: disorder, exhibiting more of « typhoid 
tyre, an in lescribahle vx oression @f coun:eirance, and 
a disagreeab'e smell emìtte:t from the boty, of the pas 
tent, all vers miuch reserhling similar symptoms, noe 
Herd in nsrance6 of distetpets, discereÂ in other 
coun:ries, which have been. and are still to he utr ibe 
ed to birily ventilated, humid, and &rw led buildings. 
Hence, we Must conelmde Batavia fever ta forums at 
least, a Striking variety of cerymon Bilious fever, 
greatly modified by general absente of ventilationyac= 
ing upan debititared states of boily, produced by 1he 
many Hamentable causes nf emervation and disease, noe 
torionsly existing in this Iskind. If such an instience, 
to discover which, all taquiriem en my-sirie, have hirhe
